7, In a per curiam opinion, expressing unanimous views of the United States Supreme 
Court, it was held that since it did not appear beyond doubt that Plaintiff could prove no set 
fects hx support of his claim which would entitle him to relief, he was entitled to an 
opportunity to offer proof Haines v* Kerner . 404 U.S. 519 (1972). The Fourth Circuit has 
recognized an ^indisputable desire that those litigants with meritorious claims should not 
be tripped up in court on technical niceties.*^ Seaudett v. City of Hampton, 755 F.2d 
1277-78 [citing Gordon v. Leeke. 574 f.2d 1 147(4^Cir. 1978]). 

WHEREFORE, good cause having been shown and premises considered, Order should 
now pass granting Leave To File Motion For Temporary Restraining Order And For 
Related ReUef and Leave To File Verified Con5>Iaint and Leave To File Application To 
Proceed Without Prepayment Of Fees And Aifidavit, and:
